SCHOOL  REPORT. 


PRESENTED   BY   J.    W.    POLAND,     SUPERINTENDING    SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


As  required  by  statute,  I  present  my  report  to  the  town 
of  Goffstown,  for  the  school  year  ending  March  1,  1879. 

I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  report  concerning  all  the 
schools  that  have  come  under  my  supervision,  that  there 
has  been  much  improvement  in  all  the  studies  pursued. 
Faithful  teachers  have  been  employed,  and  the  general  aim 
of  all  has  been  to  advance  their  pupils  in  the  knowledge 
of  those  branches  of  study  which  claimed  their  attention. 
The  particulars  which  should  enter  into  the  report  of  the 
superintending  committee,  agreeably  to  statute,  cannot 
be  fully  stated  in  the  statistics  as  heretofore.  The  num- 
ber attending  to  each  study  cannot  be  given,  so  far  as  read- 
ing, spelling,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  geography,  grammar, 
and  history  are  concerned,  for  the  teachers  have  not  re- 
ported them.  In  this  omission  they  were  not  to  blame  ; 
inasmuch  as  the  new  school  register,  sent  to  us  from 
head-quarters,  contains  no  questions  to  be  answered  rela- 
tive to  those  studies.  If  the  author  of  this  complicated 
register  understands  it  so  thoroughly  that  he  can  make  it 
plain  to  the  understanding  of  our  teachers  generally,  he 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  attainment  in  this  regard. 

I  have  endeavored,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,

to  fulfill  the  duties  required  of  me,  especially  in  visiting  the 
schools,  and  in  giving  advice  and  encouragement  to  both 
teachers  and  scholars. 

The  condition  of  each  school  will  appear  in  the  separate 
reports  of  the  districts. 

There  has  been  more  or  less  of  the  prevailing  distemper 
in  all  the  schools,  causing  much  irregularity  in  attendance. 

The  report  of  District  No.  1  is  furnished  by  the  school 
board  of  said  district. 

District  No.  1.  —  Village. 

In  submitting  our  annual  report  for  1878-79,  we  shall 
make  no  extended  remarks. 

We  submit  that  in  the  main  our  schools  have  been  a  suc- 
cess, and  every  term  has  furnished  increased  evidence  of 
the  superior  advantages  of  our  graded  system. 

Owing  to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  your  com- 
mittee, our  fall  or  tuition  term  was  a  failure.  Consequently 
the  larger  portion  of  our  scholars  have  been  deprived  dur- 
ing the  past  year  of  one-third  of  their  usual  school  privi- 
leges. However,  our  scholars  have  made  a  marked  degree 
of  progress,  considering  their  limited  opportunities.  It  is 
more  especially  apparent  in  the  upper  department. 

Allow  us  here  to  repeat  one  suggestion  from  the  report 
of  1878,  namely,  "  that  the  duty  of  the  committee  does 
not  end  when  they  have  hired  teachers  and  sent  them  to 
the  school-house  ; "  and  we  suggest  further,  that  some  one 
of  the  board  should  be  reasonably  compensated  for  his  time 
spent  in  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  district  and  the 
schools. 

District  No.  1  pays  at  least  twenty-five  dollars  yearly 
towards  superintending  the  schools  in  town,  outside  of  this 
district,  while  our  own  schools  have  been  looked  after  gratui- 
tously. If  it  is  beneficial  to  have  a  superintendent  for  other 
schools,  it  cannot  be  less  so  for  ours  ;  and  we  would  suggest 
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that  tlio  district  see  to  it,  that  one  man  at  least  be  put  up- 
on tlic  board  who  shall  be  competent  to  judge  of  the  quali- 
fications of  teachers  and  attend  to  such  other  duties  as 
pertain  to  the  ofifice  of  superintendent,  and  have  pay  for 
the  same  as  the  law  directs. 

In  order  to  make  a  perfect  success  of  our  schools,  all  par- 
ties interested  should  strive  to  harmonize  and  work  to- 
gether to  accomplish  the  desired  object.  Committees  should 
lay  aside  their  personal  preferences  and  endeavor  to  secure 
the  services  of  competent  and  successful  teachers,  and  at 
reasonable  pay.  Mere  book  knowledge  is  not  the  only 
standard  by  which  to  judge  of  a  teacher's  qualifications. 

We  hold  that  a  teacher  should  always  be  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  committee  in  the  general  management  of 
the  school ;  and  here  we  would  say,  that  no  course  of  in- 
struction is  safe  or  complete  unless  moral  and  meiatal  train- 
ing go  hand  in  hand.  Children  should  be  impressed  with 
correct  principles  of  obedience,  industry,  virtue,  and  exact 
justice  to  all. 

Scholars  should  remember  that  regularity  of  attendance 
is  indispensable  for  the  success  of  a  school.  Pupils  who 
are  irregular  in  their  attendance  cannot  expect  to  make 
rapid  progress,  and  those  scholars  who  receive  the  least 
absent  or  tardy  marks  are  universally  those  who  graduate 
at  the  head  instead  of  the  foot  of  their  class. 

Parents  cannot  be  too  vigilant  over  their  children  in 
seeing  that  they  arc  not  absent  from  school  without  cause. 
Truancy  is  not  only  a  serious  injury  to  the  individual 
scholar,  but  it  is  the  cause  of  great  hindrance  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  tlie  whole  school.  To  remedy  the  evil  of 
truancy,  is  not  in  tlie  power  of  the  teaclier  or  committee. 
Its  source  is  beyond  their  reach.  Its  moral  remedy  lies 
in  the  hands  of  the  parents.  They  alone  have  the  right 
and  power  to  coerce. 

For  our  summer  term  of  eleven  weeks,  the  same  teach- 
ers were  employed  as  in  the  previous  term  ;  viz.,  F.  M. 
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McCutchins,  Anna  C.  Rogers,  and  Anna  M.  Rowell,  who 
fully  sustained  their  former  reputations  as  teachers  of  ex- 
perience and  ability.  Good  advancement  was  made  in  each 
department. 

Winter  term,  twelve  weeks.  The  higher  grade  was  taught 
by  Mr.  Isaac  F.  Sawyer,  of  Manchester,  who  came  to  us  well 
recommended.  He  seemed  at  once  to  gain  the  general 
good-will  of  his  pupils,  by  which  good  order  was  easily  main- 
tained, and  the  prompt  and  distinct  manner  in  which  the 
classes  recited  showed  a  marked  improvement,  and  that 
the  term  had  been  of  profit  to  the  scholars. 

Intermediate  department.  Miss  Mary  J.  Brown,  teacher. 
This  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.  She  entered  upon 
the  work  with  much  zeal  and  energy,  seeming  to  realize 
the  importance  of  the  task  before  her.  The  advancement 
and  general  deportment  in  her  school  were  good. 

Primary  department.  Miss  Anna  M.  Rowell,  teacher. 
This  is  her  fifth  term  in  this  school.  She  fully  sustained 
her  former  reputation  as  a  primary  teacher,  and  seemed  to 
share  the  general  approbation  of  both  parents  and  pupils.

School  Board. 

DiSTEiCT  No.  2.  —  Mountain. 

The  school-money  in  this  district  was  expended  in  the 
winter  term.  The  number  of  scholars  is  very  small,  but 
both  teacher  and  pupils  'had  a  pleasant  season  together, 
and  one  of  much  profit.  Miss  Mary  A.  Caldwell  was  the 
teacher,  who  had  ample  time  in  which  to  give  instruction 
in  the  branches  taught,  and  the  work  done  showed  that  the 
time  was  well  improved.     Two  scholars,  nine  and  six  years 
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of  age,  evidently  gave  much  time  to  intellectual  arithme- 
tic, and  especially  to  the  tables.  Their  knowledge  of  the 
multiplication  and  division  tables  seemed  to  be  perfect,  as 
they  answered  very  promptly  all  the  questions  proposed. 
Number  of  scholars,  4. 

District  No.  3.  —  Shirley  Hill. 

The  summer  term  of  this  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Irene  S.  Bidwell.  Miss  B.  was  not  in  good  health  when 
her  school  commenced,  and  her  continued  ill-health  pre- 
vented her  carrying  the  term  out  to  its  intended  length. 
Miss  Bidwell  has  the  reputation  of  being  an  excellent 
teacher,  and  the  appearance  of  the  school  at  the  com- 
mencement promised  well.  The  unexpected  closing  of  the 
school  prevented  the  notifying  of  the  superintending  com- 
mittee, so  that  no  definite  report  of  progress  in  studies  can 
be  made.     Whole  number  of  scholars,  21. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Amanda  M.  Mc- 
Dougall.  Miss  M.  had  experience  in  teaching,  and  a  good 
training  in  the  normal  school  at  Reed's  Ferry.  The  school 
had  a  favorable  beginning,  and,  as  I  have  learned,  was  a 
good  one.  A  funeral  on  the  day  of  examination  prevented 
my  attendance,  much  to  my  regret.  The  school  on  Shir- 
ley Hill  has  a  bright  and  diligent  set  of  scholars.  Number 
of  scholars  attending  this  term,  24. 

District  No.  4.  —  Kennedy  Hill. 

Miss  Loella  Pattee  taught  the  summer  term.  Miss  P. 
taught  the  preceding  winter  school.  She  is  quite  popular 
in  the  district  as  a  teacher,  and  well  deserves  her  popular- 
ity. She  has  the  faculty  of  so  managing  her  school  as  to 
secure  attention  from  her  pupils,  and  good  order  in  the 
school-room  and  out  of  it.  There  was  advancement  made 
in  the  studies  pursued.     Whole  number  of  scholars,  13. 

The  winter  term  was  also  taught  by  Miss  Pattee.     The  ex- 
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amination  at  the  close  of  the  the  school  was  an  interesting 
one.  The  reading  of  all  the  classes  showed  that  much  labor 
had  been  given  to  it,  both  by  teacher  and  scholars.  The 
same  could  be  said  of  all  the  other  branches  studied.  J. 
Roscoe  Hazen  is  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  both  terms,  not 
being  absent  nor  tardy  one-half  day.  Number  of  scholars, 
13. 

DisTEiCT  No.  6.  —  Mast  Road. 

This  district  has  had  three  terms  during  the  past  year. 
Miss  Annie  L.  Thayer  taught  the  summer  term.  ■  Miss  T. 
had  taught  three  terms  in  this  district  the  preceding  year. 
As  usual  she  had  a  good  school,  her  pupils  making  progress 
in  all  their  studies.  Several  of  them  procured  a  place  on 
the  Roll  of  Honor ;  namely,  Carrie  A.  Tirrell,  Cora  B. 
Pennock,  AUie  S.  Tirrell,  Irving  H.  Tirrell,  Perley  0.  Balch, 
Leroy  0.  Balch.     Number  of  scholars,  18. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Cynthia  Worthley ,  whose 
reputation  as  a  successful  teacher  was  previously  established, 
and  who  fully  sustained  her  reputation  in  this  term.  She 
labored  diligently,  secured  the  good-will  of  her  pupils  and 
their  parents,  and  had  an  interesting  and  profitable  school. 
On  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  the  fall  term  stand  the  names  of 
Carrie  A.  Tirrell,  Cora  B.  Pennock,  Allie  S.  Tirrell,  Irving 
H.  Tirrell.     Whole  number  of  scholars,  17. 

Miss  Worthley  taught  the  winter  term,  and  gave  great 
satisfaction  to  the  parents  of  the  scholars.  Good  order  pre- 
vailed in  the  school,  and  the  scholars  well  improved  their 
time.  The  hard  winter,  bad  colds,  and  bad  traveling 
affected  the  attendance  on  this  school,  as  well  as  on  the 
other  schools  in  town.  Lyndon  G.  Teague  and  Flora  D. 
Johnson  are  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  this  term.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  18. 
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District  No.  7.  —  East  Part. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  M,  Lizzie  Morse,  from 
Bradford,  Mass.  This  was  Miss  M.'s  first  term  of  teach- 
ing. As  she  had  been  accustomed  to  thorough  drilling  in 
the  high  school  at  Bradford,  she  brought  the  same  course 
into  her  own  teaching.  The  result  was,  that  though  her 
pupils  did  not  go  over  so  much  ground  as  perhaps  they  de- 
sired, they  yet  showed  a  good  knowledge  of  the  principles 
contained  in  their  several  studies.

For  some 
cause,  this  term  did  not  show  the  improvement  which  was 
desirable.    There  were  many  cases  of  absence  and  tardiness, 
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which  may  possibly  have  been  the  reason  wliy  no  more  was 
accomplished. 

The  winter  term  Avas  taught  by  Miss  Anna  C.  Rogers,  an 
experienced  and  successful  teacher.  It  began  well,  and 
closed  better.  On  examination  day  the  scholars  were  very 
orderly,  and  the  recitations  were  good.  Great  improve" 
ment  was  seen  in  the  reading, — the  readers  speaking  dis- 
tinctly, and  loud  enough  to  be  heard.  The  term  has  been 
a  very  profitable  one.     Whole  number  of  scholars,  14. 

District  No.  9.  —  Center. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Clara  E.  Morse. 
The  school  in  this  district  is  large,  too  large  for  one  teacher, 
even  in  the  summer  and  fall  terms.  But  Miss  Morse  had 
an  excellent  school,  notwithstanding.  She  gained  the  love 
and  respect  of  her  pupils,  and  therefore  had  good  order. 
Her  method  of  teaching  interested  the  scholars,  and  they 
made  improvement  in  all  their  studies.

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  McLane.  Penman- 
ship received  special  attention,  and  some  of  the  books 
showed  improvement  and  skill  in  the  use  of  the  pen.  From 
the  appearance  on  examination  day,  the  pupils  had  made  a 
good  use  of  their  time,  and  the  money  expended  in  the  sup- 
port of  the  school  received  its  full  value.  On  the  Roll  of 
Honor  for  this  term,  are  the  names  of  George  Whipple, 
James  Martin,  Albert  Hazen,  and  Charles  Hazen.

District  No.  11.  —  Parker's. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ella  M.  Lufkin. 
Miss  Lufkin  preserved  good  order  in  her  school,  as  usual. 
Indeed,  the  scholars  in  this  district  have  so  much  self-re- 
spect, that  it  requires  but  little  effort  to  have  an  orderly 
school.     The  exercises  on  the  day  of  examination  were  all 
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interesting,  proving  that  the  pupils  retained  their  former 
ambition  to  be  good  scholars.  There  are  some  excellent 
readers  in  District  No.  11.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  20. 
The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Minnie  J.  Peaslee, 
of  Weare.  The  teacher  came  as  a  stranger  into  the  dis 
trict ;  but,  on  the  first  visit  of  the  superintending  commit- 
tee, it  was  plainly  seen  tliat  she  would  not  long  remain  a 
stranger  to  the  scholars.
